There has been discussion as to the 
proposition to standardize the width 
of conveyances so that the track on 
snow roads will be uniform and make 
travelling ’■ less difficult in weather 
trouble times. The roads have cer¬ 
tainly presented a problem this sea¬ 
son.

Last week was “turkey week” at 
Vulcan. There were shipped from 
tfyis point during the period approxi¬ 
mately eighteen thousand pounds of 
turkey. Estimated at an average of 
twelve pounds each the number of 
birds would be fifteen hundred, f ig- 
ured at the prices you pay for turkey, 
the amount of money would total a 
considerable. Of course there are 
quantities of turkeys being shipped 
out regularly, but this was the big 
week, and the Vulcan Co-Op handled 
about half of the total shipment. An

TRANSIENT TRADERS 

Closer control and restriction of 
operations in this province by trans- 
sient traders, hawkers and pedlars, 
was asked for by a delegation from 
the retail Merchants’ Association 
that interviewed the government Fri¬ 
day morning. Trading of this sort is 
increasing, it was claimed, and in the 
interests of good citizeship it was 
felt that a better and stricter sysem 
of licensing is necessary. The sug¬ 
gestion made by the retailers was 
that before any pedlar or transient 
trader be allowed to do business with 
in a municipality he be required to 
report to the local government auth¬ 
ority and shall produce his provincial 
license issued to him. Amendments 
asked for in the way of tightening up 
the present act provide for fines and 
penalties if this procedure is not fol¬ 
lowed. 

WAS BACKWARD STEP 

The defeat of proportional repre¬ 
sentation in Edmonton, states the Al¬ 
berta Labor News, was a backward 
step which the people of the capital 
city may regret. "Under proportional 
representation,’’ states the editor, “It 
was impossible for the city to get a 
complete control of any party or 
clique. The return to the old system 
will open up that possibility. The 
wild orgy of spending which took 
place in the boom days in Edmonton 
would not have be^n in operation 
then, for under P.R. no real estate 
group could ever get control of the 
city council.”

But 
it is still true that, in a veryijigUwtt- 
of time, every man mwr'flficL unde¬ 
stroyed, the shmjp/ of recollection 
hidden in his Heart. That seed of 
humanity, placed with us as the gift 
of sacrifice at birth, dies hard—if at 
all. It is, after all, something real 
and filled wfith meaning; it belongs 
to the Imperishable which, all matter 
of faith apart, must believe that 
right is better than wrong, kindness 
better than cruelty, .sentiment better 
than cynicism. For there is some¬ 
thing which is Eternal, something 
which re-creates, re-animates, resur¬ 
rects, even though the understanding 
of it escapes us. We know that be¬ 
neath th,e dead and frozen surface of 
the earth life breathes and waits its 
time. What, in the balance with pro¬ 
found mystery, is the misanthropy of 
a withered intelligence? It is, per¬ 
haps, a pity we ever grow up. Or do 
we. What is this miracle by which 
we recapture the fine imagination of 
belief other than the flowering anew 
of childhood’s simple faith? It is the 
radiance of innocence which covers 
the earth and turns men’s eyes, in 
Alaska, in «(ndia, in the distant out¬ 
posts and at tlie home hearths, to that 
group of shepherds plodding their 
way through the night to worship the 
birth of revelation. There is nothing 
engraved more indelibly on the heart 
of mankind than the* infinite source 
of that Star which is hope, and of 
that angelic chorus pouring down 
from the bursting heavens with the 
sublime proclamation: “Glory to God 
in the highest, and on earth peace, 
good will toward men.” It needs 
something more than a Smart sneer 
to rob the world pf that majestic mo¬ 
ment, be it allegory or circumstance; 
it needs .something more profound 
than the piteous arrogance of intel¬ 
lectual self-deception to 1 '"'blot out 
from the consolation of humanity the 
grand symposium of its transcending 
reassurance? It is sufficient if man 
finds 'himself borne, on the wings of 
Christmas, from the ends of the 
world straight to the hearth of his 
better self; if the Star leads him, re¬ 
membering, to the cradle of his good 
intentions. "But Mary kept all these 
things, and pondered them in her 
heart.” And so may we. I 

THE DEAN SHOULD RETRACT 

In his recent volume on England, 
which has excited the wrath of the 
Mayor of Chicago, Dean Inge makes 
a statement for which he owes an 
apology to Canadian. Speaking of 
the response of the Dominions to the 
call of the mother country in the war 
he sa^s: “There are however some 
deductions to be made. The large 
Canadian contingent was largely com¬ 
posed of lads born in England, many 
of whom crossed the frontier from the 
United States in order to enlist as 
Canadians before America entered 
the war.” The-worthy Dean evidently 
made that statement without ascer¬ 
taining the facts, because he thought 
he knew. Of the 619,639 men of all 
nationalities who enlisted for the war 
318,728 were Canadian born, and of 
the members of the Canadian Expedi¬ 
tionary Force who served in the actu¬ 
al theatre of war, 199,662 were of 
Canadian birth. Dean Inge should 
make a correction before the next 
edition of his work is published.

ed Bill of Pensioning Alta. Teachers 
For Govesnment 

The Alberta Teachers’ Alliance has 
prepared a proposed teachers’ pen¬ 
sions bill which will be presented to 
the next session of the legislature. 
The proposal suggests that a fund be 
created in connection with the plan 
and maintained by the joint contribu¬ 
tions of the teachers and the govern¬ 
ment. 

The ’teacher will contribute 2 'A 
per cent of his or her salary and the 
government will contribute a smurar 
amount if the plan goes into effect 
Teachers will have to “serve for 40 
years before they will be eligible for 
the pension. 

In the draft of the sugegsted. bill, it 
is pointed out that the joint contribu¬ 
tions of the teachers and the govern¬ 
ment'* will amount to $250,000 per 
year. This sum, invested in govern¬ 
ment bonds each year, would yient, at 
a possible 5 per cent, $12,500 interest 
the first year and 25,625 the second 
year, with a corresponding increase 
for the succeeding years. Thus the 
fund will be able to take care of its 
beneficiary obligations almost immed¬ 
iately and yet retain thegreater part 
of its accumulative principal against 
the years of greater beneficiary de¬ 
mands. 

According to this plan, the pension 
procurable upon retirement may 
range from $180 to $1,200, determined 
by the number of years of employ¬ 
ment and the average salary earned 
during the last 10 years of employ¬ 
ment 

For example, if a teacher retires 
at the age of 65 years with 40 years 
of sendee under the act, and his sal¬ 
ary for the last ten years was $1,200' 
the pension he would receive would 
equal. 40 times l-60th of $1,200 or 
$800 per year. 

Provision is made under the ar¬ 
rangement for retirement after 30 
years of service or on reaching the 
I age of 60 but the benefits so planner! 
j are scheduled at proportionally less, 
i Disability benefits after 15 years of 
| sendee are to be paid in a like man- 
, ner to the retirement allowance. 

Many details in connection with the 
operation of the proposed act have 
j been prepared as suggestions for the 
•government. It has been suggested 
[ that teachers retiring before the pen¬ 
sion is available, get back their con¬ 
tributions to the fund provided they 
have contributed for three years. 
Those coming in after the act be- 
I comes law will have to contribute for 
' five years, otherwise, upon retirement 
i their contributions will be forfeited. I 

Under the disablement clause a 
'teacher who becomes totally unable 1 
j t° work would receive $480 per year 
[as a minimum but if the teacher has! 
j worked 15 years or more the sum 
would be increased proportio na tely. 
In the event of a teacher’s death, the 
heirs would receive the amount cor 
tributed to the fund plus 5 per cent.

minion Exports 39 Per Cent. All 
Wheat 

Relations between the wheat grow¬ 
ers of the western United States and 
those of western Canada appear to be 
friendly, but each region has its own 
fish to fry. So declared F. D. Farrell, 
president of the Kansas State Agri¬ 
cultural College, writing in the Janu¬ 
ary issue of “Foreign Affairs.’’ 

Mr. Farrell who was formerly in 
charge of numerous agricultural and 
reclamation projects for the United 
States department of agriculture, in 
the course of his article compares the 
wheat growing, situation in the two 
countries. 

Canada, which exports about 75 per 
cent, of her wheat stands at the head 
of the nations in supplying the world 
with wheat bread. The United States 
department of commerce figures, says 
Mr. Farrell, show export percentages 
for 1925-26 as follows: Canada, 39; 
United States, 23; Argentine, 18; 
Australia, 19; other countries 9. 

Noting that the wheat industry in 
the three prairie provinces has devel¬ 
oped from 1913 to 1923 in Jjre round 
figures of 141,000,000 bushels to 452,- 
000,000 bushels, he says that there is 
no indication that acreage and pro¬ 
duction have reached their maximum. 
He estimates that there are more 
than 20,000,000 acres of unused fer¬ 
tile land within fifteen miles of exist¬ 
ing railroads in Manitoba, Saskatche- • 
wan and Alberta. 

The Canadian wheat grower, he 
thinks, is more fortunately placed 
with regard to the marketing than j 
his American cousin. The farmers of 
the prairie provinces have ■ some ad-1 
vantage in the cost of transportation. I 

The tariff of 42 cents a bushel im- 
| 'sed on wjieat imported into the Un¬ 
ited States, is,,he says, “by no means 
fully effective. With rare exceptions,] 
It does not raise the price of wheat in 
the United States above the price of 
comparable grades in Canada by the 
amount of dufy. Its degree of effec¬ 
tiveness depends upon the grades of 
wheat concerned and upon the size of 
the wheat crop in each of the two 
countries.

Being Constructed by British Imper¬ 
ial Commercial Communication, 
Will Soon be Launched 

The London Times, Eng., dated 
November 25 contained an interest¬ 
ing photograph of the first of the two 
5,000,000 cubic feet airships which 
are being built for Imperial commer¬ 
cial communication at Howden, York¬ 
shire. The new airship is called the 
R100. She has six 700 horsepower 
Rolls-Royce engines and will have a 
designed speed of 82 miles an hour 
and a cruising speed of 75 miles per 
hour, giving a range of 3750 miles. 
She is to be 709 feet long, a maxi¬ 
mum diameter of 130 feet and will 
accommodate 1(M) passengers and a 
crew of 35. All the accomodation 
will be inside the envelope and novel 
features will be the promenade decks 
and a restaurant to seat 50 persons 
at a time. It may be more or less a 
coincidence- that the model airship 
now on display at the McDermid 
Drug Store, is somewhat similar in 
design. This model was designed at 
the High River airstation by the me¬ 
chanics themselves and they designed 
it after a pattern they considered in 
their minds the best for future com¬ 
mercial flying. It is rather gratify¬ 
ing to them to realize that their de¬ 
sign is so similar to that of the R100.

Alberta crude oil production for 
1927 will exceed that of 1926 by HK),- 
000 barrels, according to an estimate 
given in the December 8 ssue of the 
Oil and Gas Journal, Tulsa, Okla. It 
is stated that in 1926 the Alberta 
production amounted to 217,088 bar¬ 
rels, approximately 60 per cent, of i 
the entire Canadian production which! 
aggregated 364,603 barrels for the 
year. The Turner Valley production 
for the year ending October 31, 1927, 
is estimated at a little more than 300 
000 barrels, which total is made up of 
the following items: Crude naptha, 
276,500 barrels; light crude,oil, 25,500 
barrels. To this can be added a 
heavy crude production of around 2,- 
250 barrels, partly from the Deven- 
ish No. 1 well in the Skiff Field, and 
partly from the wells in the Wain- 
wright Field. With the increasing 
crude naptha production- from the 
Royalite No. 4 in the Turner Valley 
Field, supplemented by the new pro¬ 
duction from Royalite No. 7, the Tur¬ 
ner Valley figures for the past two 
months of 1927 should run consider¬ 
ably over the average for the rest of 
the year; which would likely bring the 
Alberta production for 1927 to be¬ 
tween 310,000 and 320,000 barrels.

CANADIAN PACIFIC 


Directors of Calgary Power Com¬ 
pany have declared a dividend of 1% 
per’cent, on the company’s common 
stock, payable Dec. 1, for the quarter 
ending that date, to shareholders of 
record December 23, 1927. This will 
be the first dividend distribution made 
on the stock and reflects the steadily 
improving earning power which the 
company as shown in recent years. 

Calgary Power Company, incorpor¬ 
ated in 1909, holds under lease from 
the Dominion government all the wa¬ 
ter power of the Bow river at Horse¬ 
shoe Falls and Kananaskis Falls, Al¬ 
berta, and has developed hydro-elec¬ 
tric generating capacity of about 31,- 
500 horsepower. * The major portion 
of power generated by the company is 
sold under contract to the city of Cal¬ 
gary for the operation of its muni¬ 
cipally-owned street railway, electric 
light and power departments, the bal 
ance being sold for industrial pur¬ 
poses. During the last 12 months 
the company extended its distribu¬ 
tion system to link up a considerable 
number of communities in the pros¬ 
perous farming district between Cal¬ 
gary and Lethbridge. Quite recently 
the city of Lethbridge voted to hook 
up the local steam power plant with 
the Calgary power system. 

The balance sheet of the company 
as at December 31, 1926, showed $2,- 
768,647 of 5 per cent, first mortgage 
bonds outstanding, and $1,900,000 of 
common stock. Gross operating earn¬ 
ings and other income for the year 
ended that date totalled $450,962 
with net earnings of 324,955, and a 
surplus after bond interest, deprecia¬ 
tion and income tax of- $125,427, 
which was equivalent to -about 6Va 
per cent on the common stock. ■ 

SPLENDID SHOWING 

'This Province is Third in the List -of 
Agricultural Produecrs in 
Canada 

j Figures of estimated agricultural 
I wealth production in 1927, as issued 
j by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
| at Ottawa recently, make pleasing 
'reading to Albertans, says the Leth¬ 
bridge Herald. last year Alberta 
stood third in the list of agricultural 
1 producers. This year we out-stripped 
| the banner province of Ontario, and 
stand next to Saskatchewan, and only 
$16,(XX),000 behind her. What with 
our coal and manufacturing wealth, 
to say nothing of gas, oil, fisheries, 

| lumbering, and other wealth-produc¬ 
ing interests, Alberta will far out¬ 
strip Saskatchewan in total wealth 
produced this year. Ontario and Que 
bee, of course, produce a great deal 
more total wealth than Alberta, but 
when we come so close to Saskatche¬ 
wan in agricultural wealth, and pass 
her in total of all wealth produced 
from all sources in one year, then we 
can truly say that Alberta’s star is 
brighter than it ever has been. Al- 
I berta’s total wealth from field crops 
this year reaches $288,Q00,(X)0 as 
against $202,0(X),000 last year. This 
is an increase of $86,000,000 in Alber¬ 
ta alone. But Canada’s agricultural 
production exceeds the 1926 figure for 
the whole nation by only $35,000,000, 
so that Alberta saved the day for, the 
Dominion. Alberta, British Colum¬ 
bia and Quebec are the only provinces 
which increased agricultural produc- 
| tion during the year. Ontario, Sas¬ 
katchewan, Manitoba and the three 
| Maritime provinces show decreases. 
It is true that Alberta had favorable 

■ crop conditions up to the time of har¬ 
vest, but something of the splendid 
showing must be credited to the bet- 

j ter farming methods which are com- 
j ing into vogue from one end of the 
i Province to the other. The travail of 
| the post-war period and the dry years 
J left a mark, and the experience the 
farmers gainer! in that time is stand¬ 
ing them in good stead. Alberta’s 
agricultural is again on a safe foot- 
I ing, and the 1927 figures stand as 
proof of that fact. 

When sleepy time comes to the 
wood-pecker, he hunts for a tree with 
a rough bark, so he can have a good 
toe hold. Clinging to the tree with 
his toes, and using his stiff tail for 
a brace, he tucks his red head under 
his wing, and goes to sleep in the 
greatest comfort. Chimney swifts 
sleep in much the same way, using 
the side of a wall for a bed. 

The forests of Canada rank second 
only to agriculture in the value of 
their products; they are the source of 
one quarter of our export trade; they 
provide 20 per cent of the entire 
freight haulage on Canadian railways 
and in addition substantially aug¬ 
ment passenger traffic earnings by 
the attraction of tourists;.they pro- 
videdirect employment for over 97,000 
workers and furnish salaries and 
wages to the total of over $100,000,- 
000 per year. 

j Canada now ranks third as a gold 
producing country, with South Africa 
first and the United States second. 
Canada’s production was nearly $36,- 

■ °°0,000 in 1926, $31,000,000 of which 
came from Ontario. It i s predicted 
that at the present ratio of progress 
Canada will soon reach the second 
place. 

If you want to make someone be¬ 
lieve you tell them something they 
want to hear. 


Presumably, all literature is writ¬ 
ten for one or more of three purpo¬ 
ses—to instruct, to amuse, to enter¬ 
tain—although it is only too sadly 
true that plenty of what is written 
fails lament&bly in all three depart¬ 
ments. Newspaper literature (if one 
dare call it such) is, in its way, on 
exactly Die same basis as all other 
writings, in any and every language. 
The purpose of every -1 editor, whether 
of the metropolitan daily or of the 
village weekly, is to instruct his 
readers in the news of the day—or of 
the week, as the case may be. At 
odd intervals, an editor makes at¬ 
tempts tq amqse and entertain his 
readers, sometimes with happy re¬ 
sults, sometimes otherwise. 

In all essentials of newspaper pro¬ 
duction, there is no difference what¬ 
ever between the functiohs of the 
city daily and the country weekly; 
there is no difference in their respec¬ 
tive responsibilities; but there is a 
difference in the degree in which 
these functions and responsibilities 
are made effective. The one is sup¬ 
posed to deal, broadly, with world 
news, items of international interest, 
giving detailed reports of interesting 
occurrences and persons. The other 
is confined to a local field and is sup¬ 
posed to cover that field with the 
same attention to detail, the same 
“nose” for interesting items, that 
come within its sphere. 

The country weekly, however, is ip 
a class by itself with respect to in¬ 
timacy with its readers. In the small 
town and throughout the countryside 
adjacent, everybody knows every¬ 
body else, and the one least known is 
he who collects and edits the news 
items respecting his friends, neigh¬ 
bors and others within his commun¬ 
ity. The function of the country 
wedkty “ife.to collect arid publish com¬ 
munity news—using proper discre¬ 
tion—in exactly the same way as the 
city reporter gathers his items from 
day to day. The responsibility of the 
country weekly is, within its narrow 
bounds, the same as that of the city 
daily, intensified somewhat by the 
fact that the editor of the country 
weekly has a first-hand, personal 
knowledge of matters on which he 
his city brother. 

writes—something frequently denied 

Perhaps some few generalizations, 
the outcome of a quarter century of 
country \yeekly experience, may 
serve to pad out an article which 
seemed to have come to a logical end 
in the previous paragraph. - 

Thanksgiving approaches as this 
article is being tossed together, and 
it occurs to the writer that there are 
worse things—not many, but some—- 
to be thankful for than publishing and 
editing a country weekly. There is a 
measure of happiness in being of ser¬ 
vice to one’s community, in the kpow 
ledge that from week to week one’s 
readers look for and appreciate his 
frequently poor enough stuff; there is 
even a satisfaction in knowing that 
if ong^Trmkes an error, he has a 
thousand or so readers gleefully rea¬ 
dy to point out the mistake and 
preen .themselves on their acumen 
Indeed, the winter has often 'deliber¬ 
ately made mistakes just to afford 
readers the satisfaction of making 
the corrections. Could human gener¬ 
osity go farther? 

The editor of a country weekly is 
obliged to fulfil the Pauline injunc¬ 
tion to' “be all things to all men. 1 ’ 
He meets 'em all from the roughest 
“ruff-neck” to the smoothest, most 
polished and highly dignified schol¬ 
ars, judges and divines; from the 
.22-calibred township political organ¬ 
izer to the “Big Berthas,” the prime 
ministers, lieutenant-governors and 
governors-general; from the petty 
thief to the opulent bootlegger; from 
the freight handler to the railway 
president; and he is supposed to be 
able to hoI ( d his own with any of 
them, even in their favorite pastimes. 
There is no room for fear in the coun 
try editor’s make up. He may be 
scared to death, blit he dare not 
show it. His people expect him to 
hold his own in any society from ov¬ 
eralls to formal evening dress with 
w’hite kid gloves, and all. Surprising 
ly enough, a majority of the country 
editors get away with it, too. 

Everything is grist that comes to 
his mill, but he has to exercise. tact 
and skill in grinding that grist. A 
country weekly newspaper editor who 
habitually indulges in harsh criticism 
•f any person, group of persons, or 
section of his community is only lay¬ 
ing up grief for himself, to no good 
purpose. It is probably for that reas¬ 
on that so few country e<litors ven¬ 
ture to write strictly editorial mat¬ 
ter, for editorials cannot always con¬ 
vey tributes—once in a while the 
need arises for the black-jack and 
brick-bat, and when an editorial is 
aiming at the reform of some abuse, 
the aim should be unerring and the 
slugging performed heartily and thor 
oughly. In doing this, it is not al¬ 
ways necessary to select any individ¬ 
ual to victimize, neither is it neces¬ 
sary to be vaguely-general. One call 
if skilful enough in the use of words, 
condemn the siri while loving the sin¬ 
ner. But many an editor has started 
a neighborhood ruction by ill-advised 
and over-hasty editorial comment; 
from this arises, in all likelihpc^i, a 
somewhat general reluctance of coun-

try editors to express an opinion on 
anything editorially. Added to this 
is the fact that successful editorial 
writing must be based on long exper¬ 
ience, an expressive, if not wide, vo¬ 
cabulary, and more than a little know 
ledge of the fundametal principles of 
rhetoric. Most country editors are 
graduates from the type-setting case 
and, while not lacking in the exper¬ 
ience of handling the language, they 
cannot dovetail their thoughts togeth 
er. in a readable way.- Hence their 
avoidance of anything beyond the 
straight news items to fill their col¬ 
umns. 

No attempt has been made herein 
to picture the difficulties which con¬ 
front every weekly newspaper pub¬ 
lisher and editor. Outside of produc¬ 
ing his paper from week to week, he 
l)as plenty of worries connected with 
his business. Recent years havg. sqen 
such a marked addition to production 
costs that few of the country week¬ 
lies are today on a paying basis. The 
result has been that in many towns, 
w'here forpierly two papers existed, 
amalgamation has taken place and 
only one survives. It is now a recog¬ 
nized principle that towns of less 
than 3,000 population require but one 
weekly newspaper. From this it can 
be deduced that small towns and vil¬ 
lages with less than 1,000 population 
do not form the best of “picklings” 
for a newspaper. Exceptions occur, 
of course, but. the general deduction 
is correct. 

Anyone contemplating life Ln jtfle 
great open spaces as exemplified lh 
the career of a weekly newspaper ed¬ 
itor must prepare himself for pjejnty 
of hard work, some sacrifices, and 
numerous worries. But if the urg^ to’ 
do it is there and is hacked by (fae 
preparation, there are worse )h‘eS 
than that of holding control of (the 
publicity mediifrij of q rural town qnirf 
district comrrlunlty 1 .—By A.L. Horton 
The Vegrevfile Ovserver.

BIG FLOW OF WET GAS 1 

' All the water was blown from the 
Spooner No. 1 well in Turner Valley 
on Friday at midnight when the bit 
pounding through the limestone for¬ 
mation at 4,860 feet, struck a flow of 
gas estimated at about 5,000,000 cub¬ 
ic feet, so A. G. Spooner, managing- 
director, remarked on Saturday morn 
ing. The tools were thrown up in 
the well and the line was kinked but 
the crew managed to clear the tangle 
and lift the tools from the hole. Tele¬ 
phone reports from the well stated 
that a quantity of green oil had been 
thrown up by the gas. Everything 
was under control, however, and the 
gas was being led from the derrick. 
The management says that as soon as 
the line is .safe and cleared of the 
kinks, drilling would be resumed. “It 
looks as if we are going to get the 
crude in the limstone yet,” he said- 
The well was 190 feet in the lime¬ 
stone when the strike was made. 

CYCLONE AND TORNADO 

The cyclone, a beneficial weather 
phenomena, is being falsely charged 
with all of the bad traits of the tor¬ 
nado, the National Geographic So¬ 
ciety says in compiling a “Who’s Who 
Among the Winds.” A tornado is a 
violent, powerful whirlwind, covering 
^^Siflall area, that sucks up heavy ob¬ 
jects or twists them from their moor¬ 
ings, the society explained. It’s verti 
cal forces are more important than its 
horizontal ones. A cyclone properly 
is a circular system of winds covering 
a great area, sometimes 1000 miles, 
and including gentle breezes as well 
as stiff winds. They furnish most of 
the weather changes. Each “low’’ on 
the daily., weather map has its cyclon¬ 
ic system of winds circling about it. 

CANADIANS DRINKING LESS 

The per capita consumption of al- 
cohoholic spirits in Canada, for the 
fiscal year year ended March 31, 1927 
was-fiJtyefour per cent, below that of 
the average for' the past fifty-eight 
years, figures issued by the depart¬ 
ment of national revenue show. The 
figures disclose that in the past fifty 
years the average consumption per 
annum for each person in Canada is 
86 per cent, of one gallon of spirits, 
but for the fiscal year 1926-27,' this 
consumption was only thirty-two per 
cent, of a gallon. These figures are 
quite different frotn that given by ar¬ 
dent prohibitionists and it shows that 
conditions never were better in the 
matter of control of liquor traffic. 

BIG GAME SEASON CLOSED 

One of the most successful bigj 
game seasons in the history of the 
province was closed on December 15. 
Dispatches from the north state that 
there were few hunters this year who 
did not get their quotas of moose or 
deer .and .the .number of American 
hunters visiting the province was 
good. They secured good specimens 
of deer and goat and an occasional 
bear in the hills and many took ad¬ 
vantage of the privilege of hunting 
moose, deer and caribou in the sheep 
and goat season.

BUTTERMILK FOR HEALTH 

Few beverages are more popular 
than buttermilk. It is a universal 
favourite and extensively used on ac¬ 
count of its flavour and food value. 
It is often prescribed for babies with 
weak digestion and for older people, 
and in a Dominion Department of 
Agriculture circular on buttermilk 
healthy people are advised to drink 
more of it. Buttermilk may be nmde 
out of skim-milk. Allow the milk to 
sour naturally at ordinary room tem¬ 
perature until it curdles, then shake 
vigorously until the curd is broken 
up. It should then be strained, cov¬ 
ered and kept in a cool place. If a 
little whole milk or a very small 
amount of cream is added before 
serving the flavour will be very simi¬ 
lar to old fashioned buttermilk. The 
souring of the skim milk may be has 
tened by adding a small quantity of 
buttermilk or sour milk, . but this 
starter should be freshly soured and 
of good flavour. Buttermilk may be 
used in many recipes, and a number 
are given in the circular which may 
be obtained from the Publication 
Branch, Department of Agriculture, 
Ottawa.
